Statistics show 85 people hurt in police collisions in 2007 


MORE than 80 people were 
injured in collisions involving 
police cars last year, Kent on 
Sunday can reveal. 

Figures released by Kent Police show 
there were 510 collisions involving police 
vehicles in 2007, resulting in injuries to 31 
members of the public and 54 officers. 

The figures show police were responsible 
for the vast majority of the collisions. 

It is not known how many involved police 
cars responding to emergency calls. 

The disclosure led to claims that ordinary 
road users are at risk from police drivers. 

Sarah Harman, the lawyer representing 
the family of Rachel Cheesewright, said 
they had “great concern for public safety”. 

Ms Cheesewright died in October 2005, 
when the car she was driving was hit by a 
speeding police car - travelling at least 
73mph - on the A28 near Ashford. 

It had been responding to a 999 call. 

An inquest last month recorded the cause 
of death as a “tragic accident”. 

Ms Harman said the figures showed that 
members of the public were being injured at 
a rate of “more than one every two weeks”.

She said: “The family are very concerned 
generally for the safety of the general pub¬ 
lic. They believe other members of the pub¬ 
lic are at risk the way Rachel was.” 

Ms Harman - the sister of Labour Party 
deputy leader Harriett - said the 
Cheesewright family was pursuing a civil 
claim against Kent Police. 

“In the negligence claim, we will be rely¬ 
ing on the evidence of the only eyewitness, 
who said they were driving too fast,” added 
Ms Harman. 

Of the 510 collisions last year, police officers 
were to blame for 385 while a third party 
was responsible for 125, the figures revealed. 

In cases where the police were to blame, 
14 members of the public and 32 officers 
were injured. 

Kent on Sunday asked Kent Police how 
many of the accidents had involved police 
cars responding to emergency calls, which 
may require the officer to break the speed

limit. At the time of going to press, the force 
was unable to say. 

A police spokeswoman said the figures 
included “minor collisions with roadside 
furniture”. 

She said in a statement: “All collisions 
involving a police vehicle are taken very 
seriously. 

“All police collisions are investigated by a 
supervisory officer and reviewed by a 
senior officer to ensure the circumstances 
are fully investigated, officers are held 
accountable for their actions and to ensure 
that any training needs are identified. 

“All serious injury or fatal police vehicle 
collisions are investigated by the Kent 
Police Serious Collision Investigation Unit 
and are referred to the Independent Police 
Complaints Commission who can decide to 
manage or supervise the investigation.” 

She added that officers receive intensive 
training and clear guidance for high-speed

driving. When officers are found at fault for 
an accident they can face losing their right 
to drive police cars or even prosecution. 

From 2002 to 2007, Kent Police cars have 
been involved in 3,272 collisions. 

In 2,459 of these the police were found to 
be wholly or partly responsible. 

A police spokesman said the force did not 
have details of whether any of the injuries 


resulted in death. 

An Independent Police Complaints 
Commission spokesman said police were 
allowed to exceed the speed limit when 
responding to emergency calls, which was 
the case with the collision that killed Ms 
Cheesewright. 

He added that they must drive “with due 
care and diligence”. 

He said: ‘We are constantly looking for 
ways to reduce risk without inhibiting 
police from carrying out their duties. 

“Because the IPCC is involved in all inci¬ 
dents where a death occurs following a 
police response, we take a great interest in 
the number of such cases.” 

Kent Police Authority has spent around 
£lmillion on ‘black boxes’ to be put in more 
than 1,000 police cars. 

The aim is to encourage officers to drive 
more carefully and promote better use of 
police vehicles. The boxes record mileage 
and speed and other driver data. 


Insurance headache 
for flood plain homes 


POTENTIAL homebuyers face a 
major decision when going for a 
house which may have been built 
on a flood plain. 

Usually a mortgage is granted only on 
condition that proper building insurance is in 
place, so buyers need to check if it will be too 
costly before taking the plunge. 

The Association of British Insurers (ABI) 
said a third of the three million new homes 
the Government wants to see by 2020 will 
be built on flood plains and hundreds of 
thousands could be uninsurable and unin¬ 
habitable unless stricter planning controls 
are introduced. 

It said 13 major developments have been 
passed, despite Environment Agency advice 
on flood risk in the past year. 

But none of them was in Kent. 

But where does that leave potential buyers 
in the county’s major housing growth areas, 
especially the Thames Gateway?

It will probably come down to how much 
they are prepared to pay rather than being 
faced with no-go postcodes. If there’s any 
doubt, it means combing the market to get an 
insurance quote so they can then go ahead 
with the mortgage application. 

People with current insurance will be all 
right, but newcomers will have to do their 
homework. 

Protection 

Insurers have pledged to continue offering 
flood insurance to existing policyholders 
where the risk of floods is being managed. 

Sharon Bowles, Liberal Democrat MEP for 
Kent, has come out in support of the insur¬ 
ance industry. 

She said: “It is about time the UK govern¬ 
ment stopped burying its head in the sand 


and listened to the warnings of both the insur¬ 
ance industry and the Environment Agency. 

“Insurers want to continue offering 
insurance to householders, but they will be 
unable to do so at an affordable price if most 
of building on floodplains continues. 

“Even when flood protection measures are 
included in new builds that can just mean the 
excess surface water is diverted elsewhere as 
we saw last year.” 

A spokeswoman for insurance company 
Direct Line said: “We are not refusing cover to 
people in flood-affected areas. We are fully 
committed to providing cover for existing cus¬ 
tomers. Even in cases where a property is 
subsequently sold we will continue to provide 
cover for the new owner, in accordance with 
the ABI statement of principles. 

“Our aim is to quote competitively in all 
areas - even those regarded as higher risk.”

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MPs should 
get ‘a flat rate 
for housing’ 

THE way MPs claim allowances to buy or rent 
second homes in London should be over¬ 
hauled, according to a Labour MP. 

Gwyn Prosser, MP for Dover and Deal, said 
that members should be given a fixed housing 
allowance to pay for accommodation in the 
capital. 

Under the current system, members can 
claim up to £23,083 a year to use towards rent¬ 
ing a property or paying the interest on a 
mortgage. It can also be used to pay for coun¬ 
cil tax and other costs. 

Mr Prosser said: “Some people want to have 
a big flashy flat in the West End and they 
should have to put in their own resources, 
while others want a pretty basic crash pad to 
stay in during the week. 

‘With a flat rate there would be no question 
of who is claiming what and when.” 

Mr Prosser and Michael Howard, the Tory 
MP for Folkestone and Hythe, were both 
named in a national newspaper article as two 
of 43 MPs that claim the allowance while also 
renting out properties they own in London. 

Mr Prosser said that he had originally claimed 
for a small flat when he was first elected in 
1997, but later moved to another property. 

He said that he immediately stopped 
claiming the allowance for the first flat, 
which he attempted to sell. 

He was unsuccessful and now rents the flat 
through a letting agent. 

Mr Howard was unavailable for comment. 

Vicar and his 
female deputy 
‘run away’ 

A LONG-SERVING vicar and his female 
deputy have abandoned their parish, leaving 
churchgoers stunned. 

Canon John Tipp and the Rev Elaine 
Northern, both married, disappeared together 
at the weekend, forcing a spokesman for the 
diocese to tell the Christ Church congregation 
they were “unavailable”. 

Father-of-two Tipp, 62, had been parish 
priest at the Snodland church for more than 
25 years, while Northern, a 45-year-old moth- 
er-of-four joined in 2003. 

Churchgoers at Christ Church and at neigh¬ 
bouring All Saints’ Church were said to be 
shocked by the runaways’ actions. 

Diocese of Rochester press officer Tammy 
Heren confirmed the pair had left the parish, 
but did not know where they had gone. 

She said: “It’s a very big shock. They were 
both very popular in Snodland. They have 
been in touch since Sunday and are both safe 
and well. The Archdeacon of Rochester will 
look after All Saints’ Church. 

“The Bishop of Rochester, Dr Michael Nazir- 
Ali, will decide what will happen next, but it 
needs to go through procedures the Church of 
England has in place.” 

New hospital 
gets all clear 

THE new state-of-the-art hospital planned in 
west Kent was a step closer to fruition this week. 

NHS South East Coast, the region’s 
Strategic Health Authority (SHA), has given 
the go-ahead to the business case for the 
private finance initiative hospital at Pembury 
near Tunbridge Wells. 

The news was welcomed by Greg Clark, the 
MP for Tunbridge Wells, who has been cam¬ 
paigning for the hospital since its early stages. 

Mr Clark said: “This is a huge step forward. 
Work could start on the new £227 milli on 
Pembury hospital within weeks. This was one of 
the last hurdles we had to overcome. The deci¬ 
sion now rests finally with the Government.” 

The Department of Health will now look at 
the case before a final decision is made.

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Human 
cost to 
troops of 
Iraq and 
Afghan 
conflicts

KENT on Sunday can today 
reveal some of the hidden costs 
of the conflicts in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

Figures released to KoS reveal 22 soldiers 
from regiments that have headquarters or 
bases in Kent have been seriously injured 
since 2001. Seven have been killed. 

The Royal British Legion said the num¬ 
ber of seriously injured was “very high” and 
called for better compensation and after¬ 
care for the soldiers. 

Spokesman Geoff Simpson also warned of 
an unquantifiable number suffering from 
post-traumatic stress disorder (PTSD), 
months or years after service. 

Mr Simpson, who served as an Air 
Commodore during the first Gulf war, wel¬ 
comed improved rules for compensating 
injured soldiers introduced by the 
Government this month, but warned the 
situation was still “a long way from ideal”. 

He said: “There needs to be fairer and 
much more representative compensation 
for those who are seriously injured and will 
have to carry the price of that for the rest of 
their lives. 

“They shouldn’t just be fixed up and sent 
on their way. They and their families need 
to have the ability to have normal lives. 

“There has to be much better provision for 
servicemen for both medical and psycholog¬ 
ical care, and mental health provision for 
those suffering from PTSD. 

“There must also be better support for 
bereaved families.” 

Mr Simpson said the figures showed Iraq 
and Afghanistan were “full combat situa¬ 
tions” and not just peacekeeping missions. 

He said: “The figures are much higher 
than we were experiencing in the Balkans, 
and for a much more protracted period. You 
can go as far back as the Falklands where 
we had something like 250 killed, but it was 
not a drawn out campaign like these. When 
it was done it was done.” 

KoS made a Freedom of Information 
request for the details from the Argyll and

Sutherland Highlanders, 1st, 2nd and 3rd 
Battalions, The Princess of Wales Royal 
Regiment, 36 Engineer Regiment and the 
1st and 2nd Battalions, Royal Gurkha Rifles. 

The MoD said it was unable to provide 
figures for light injuries or to say how many 
seriously hurt troops were forced to leave 
the Army as a result. 

From 2001 to the end of 2007, the 
Canterbury-based Argylls, who are being 
sent to Afghanistan next month, suffered 
four serious injuries and two deaths. 

There were 12 serious injuries and two 
fatalities in the Princess of Wales Royal 
Regiment, which has its headquarters in 
Canterbury. 

Two soldiers died, but no serious injuries 
were reported at Maidstone-based 36 
Engineer Regiment. 

There was one death and six serious 
injuries in the 1st and 2nd Battalions, 

Royal Gurkha Rifles, who have their regi¬ 
mental headquarters in Shorncliffe, 

Folkestone. 

Psychological 

The figures do not take into account sol¬ 
diers from Kent serving in regiments based 
outside the county. 

A spokeswoman for SSAFA (Soldiers, 

Sailors, Airmen and Families Association) 

Forces Help said: “The number of seriously 
and very seriously injured personnel return¬ 
ing from operations in Iraq and Afghanistan 
is an issue taken very seriously by SSAFA 
Forces Help, impacting as it does on service 
families as well as the injured personnel. 

“SSAFA is actively involved in supporting 
these families both during the period of mil¬ 
itary service and in the years that follow.” 

A Ministry of Defence spokesman said 
seriously injured soldiers are compensated 
with a one-off payment of up to £285,000 
and monthly tax-free payments. 

He said these payments amount to “hun¬ 
dreds of thousands of pounds over a life¬ 
time”. 

He added: “The Defence Mental Health 
Services have extensive experience in psy¬ 
chological treatments for mental health 
problems in general, and psychological 
injury in particular.”

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Staff leave after 
pupil incident 

TWO school staff members who were sus¬ 
pended after they tied up a sixth-form stu¬ 
dent’s arms and legs have now left the school. 

The pair bound a pupil and left him for 
several minutes at the Folkestone Academy. 

The teacher and instructor involved are 
no longer at the academy following the inci¬ 
dent, which was filmed by other pupils on 
their mobile phones. 

In a statement, the school said: “On 
Wednesday, November 28,2007 an incident 
occurred at the Folkestone Academy in 
which a student was tied up with plastic 
cable ties by a teacher and an instructor. 

“The incident came to light the following 
week and the two members of staff were 
immediately suspended. As a result of the 
incident, the two staff involved have now 
left the academy’s employment.” 

Police and social services carried out an 
investigation but neither parents nor the stu¬ 
dent want to press charges, the school said. 

However, some reports said that the par¬ 
ents are unhappy and say the school and 
police did not take enough action. 

Disabled league 

THE FIRST league football match for dis¬ 
abled adults was set to kick off yesterday. 

Players from the Maidstone Raiders took 
on the team from Dover St Margaret’s. 

John Harvey, who is head of disability for 
Maidstone United, launched a disabled 
league for adults after the success of the 
league for youngsters. 

He won the backing of the Football 
Association to develop the league after dis¬ 
abled players in Kent’s youth teams were 
getting too old to play in matches. 

The FA has also backed his plans to launch 
Kent’s first team for deaf people this week.

Minimum fees Maximum prospects

THE prospect of an airport in the 
Thames Estuary has been raised 
yet again - this time by a senior 
Conservative MP. 

The Tories’ London mayoral candidate, 
Boris Johnson, said the Government should 
re-examine plans for a new airport on an 
artificial island. He said Heathrow could not 
take any further expansion and urged minis¬ 
ters to look elsewhere. 

<£ What we don’t want to do is entrench a 
planning error of the 1960s by further expan¬ 
sion at Heathrow. We should look at whether 
there’s a solution to the east, in the Thames 
Estuary,” the MP told The Sunday Times. 

Sir Peter Hall, of the Town and Country 
Planning Association, backed Mr Johnson 
and said the estuary was ideal because there 
would be no constraints on development. 

Other supporters said that with the 
116,000 new homes in the Thames Gateway 
and the new infrastructure, the location 
would be ideal for an airport. 

Precedents exist elsewhere; in Hong Kong, 
for example, the Government built an airport 
on an artificial island that was linked to the 


mainland by train in a £20 billion scheme. 

Unsurprisingly the move has provoked 
strong opposition from wildlife campaigners 
and the residents’ group that fought plans for 
an airport at Cliffe earlier this decade. 

Senior Conservative politicians in the 
county also signalled their opposition to their 
Tory colleague’s comments. 

The Royal Society for the Protection of 
Birds said the estuary, including the RSPB’s 
Cliffe Pools reserve, is one of Europe’s most 
important sites for wild birds and is protect¬ 
ed by European and UK law. 

Strike 

The RSPB said more than 200,000 birds use 
the estuary in winter, including species whose 
numbers have dropped steeply elsewhere. 

It said their presence would pose a serious 
risk of bird strike, a threat that would be 
impossible to avert. 

The RSPB predicted attempts to build an 
airport in the estuary would face substantial 
legal blocks and warned it would seriously 
hamper all attempts to cut the UK’s green¬ 
house gas emissions. 

Dr Mark Avery, conservation director at the 
RSPB, said: ‘The Thames Estuary, as it is now, 
is a precious and irreplaceable site for wildlife 
and an invaluable asset to those living and 
working in the adjacent Thames Gateway. 

“It is unthinkable that development should 


be considered and irresponsible to promote 
such a scheme with no thought for safety, the 
legal implications or the terrible impact on 
all of our attempts to cut carbon emissions. 

“We are not obliged to cater for the predict¬ 
ed demand for air travel. The sector makes a 
disproportionate contribution to climate 
change and should be included in targets for 
cutting emissions. 

“Boris Johnson is recycling discredited ideas. 
He and his colleagues should think again.” 

George Crozer was spokesman for the No 
Airport at Cliffe group, which was set up in 
2002 when the Government was considering 
building a new airport at the site. 

The group became Friends of North Kent 
Marshes when the threat subsided in 2004. 

Mr Crozer said: “You might thing it’s an 
ideal place for an airport if you charter a 
plane and fly over the site. The problem is 
that it is also an ideal place for migrating 
birds. The area is designated as specially pro¬ 
tected. It’s recognised internationally as that. 

“Before people say it is a good place for an 
airport, I wish they would come down here 
and have a look for themselves and see what 
is here. It is self-evident that it is no place for 
an airport.” 

The campaign group worked closely with 
Kent County Council, then led by Sir Sandy 
Bruce-Lockhart, and Medway Council. Both 
local authorities were opposed to the plans. 


In total, around 150,000 people objected to 
the Cliffe proposals. 

Cllr Paul Carter, the current leader of 
KCC, this week dismissed Mr Johnson’s 
plans as unworkable. 

He wrote on his blog: “I read with interest 
Boris Johnson’s call in The Sunday Times for 
the Government to resurrect plans for a new 
airport on artificial islands in the Thames 
Estuary. 

“Alongside all the very good reasons why 
we were opposed to an airport at Cliffe in the 
first place, from an engineering point of view 
Boris’ solution is highly complex and 
extremely expensive. 

‘We already have an airport in Kent that is 
under-utilised - Manston.” 

Cllr Carter called on Mr Johnson to visit 
the Thanet airport to see the opportunities. 

Cllr Rodney Chambers, the leader of 
Medway Council, said: “When this was last 
mooted the council was unanimous in its 
decision to fight an airport at Cliffe. 

“I feel sure Medway Council would want to 
fight such an outrageous idea no matter 
which political group put forward the propos¬ 
al. An airport in the estuary is not an option.”

Plans for tunnel to Canvey Island 


AMBITIOUS plans have been unveiled for an 
underwater tunnel linking Medway to Essex. 

The plan, which would cost £2 billion-£4bn, 
would see the Channel Tunnel-style project 
built between Rochester and Canvey Island. 

Plans have been submitted to the 
Department for Transport and 
Environment Agency. 

As well as the tunnel, which would be for 
both road and rail, the plans include a new 
Thames flood barrier and tidal power station. 

The proposal has come from business con¬ 


sortium Metrotidal Ltd. 

It claims the tunnel would alleviate con¬ 
gestion on the M25 and across the two coun¬ 
ties, and the power station could support a 
new eco-town. 

The rail connection could also link up with 
the new Crossrail routes. 

The scheme would involve creating a 
lagoon on the Kent side of the river and 
reclaiming land at Canvey Island, with the 
concrete tunnel linking the two via a trench 
dredged across the riverbed. 


Worthless infrastructure projects 


A COUNTRYSIDE campaign group has sent 
out a warning that one of the South East’s 
major havens for wildlife is at grave risk 
from two massive development proposals. 

The county’s branch of the Campaign to 
Protect Rural England said the Thames 
Estuary and its bordering unspoilt marshes 
are threatened by the plans for a new air¬ 
port and a new lower Thames crossing. 

CPRE Kent director Dr Hilary Newport 
said: “These proposals would afflict one of 
the least spoiled comers of our crowded 


region with misconceived and fundamental¬ 
ly worthless infrastructure projects. 

“A new Lower Thames Crossing would pro¬ 
vide only temporary improvement in traffic 
flow before it filled up with traffic again, sec¬ 
ondary development would flood in behind 
the road builders and one of north Kent’s last 
significant areas of high-quality countryside 
would be permanently urbanised.” 

Dr Newport said mainstream politicians 
have acknowledged for years that “we cannot 
build our way out of our congestion problems.”

Soap and water -

KOS Media’s campaign to promote 
hand hygiene in hospitals and 
healthcare centres across Kent 
continues this week with an in- 
depth look at superbugs. 

Simply washing your hands with alcoholic 
gel or liquid soap and water is the best way to 
help the county’s hard-working doctors, nurses 
and other health professionals in their battle 
against killer healthcare-acquired infections. 

Consultant microbiologist James Nash spoke 
to KOS Media about the main superbugs - 
MRS A and Clostridium difficile - as well as the 
bugs emerging as possible problems. 

Although different in their transmission, 
symptoms and other characteristics all bugs 
are spread by poor hygiene, and overuse of 
antibiotics. 

MRSA is the original superbug. Dr Nash, 
who is the director of infection prevention and 
control for East Kent Hospitals NHS Trust, 
said it started to emerge in the 1970s, gradu¬ 
ally becoming more common in the 90s. 

Asked why superbugs are a fairly new prob¬ 
lem, he said: “It was largely encouraged by a 
period when the NHS was not paying suffi¬ 
cient attention to keeping hospitals clean and 
controlling antibiotics. Up to the year 2000 
things were out of control. 

“We’ve improved a lot but we are left with a 
legacy - there are large numbers of people car¬ 
rying [MRSA] on their skin. 

“They can either suffer an infection or act as 
a source of infection for other people.” 


Dr Nash said most people have 
Staphylococcus (Staph) on their skin but what 
makes it MRSA (or methicillin-resistent Staph 
aureaus) is resistance to a lot of antibiotics. 

It is not dangerous when it lives in areas 
such as the armpits and nose, but it is more 
difficult to treat when it get infected, he said. 

Surgical wounds, people who have 
chemotherapy and therefore damaged immune 
systems, urinary catheter entrance points - 
anything that breaches the normal protective 
barrier of the skin - is susceptible to infection. 

MRSA is treated with special antibiotics. 

It causes a range of symptoms depending on 
the part of the body infected but include 
abscesses and boils and can lead to septi¬ 
caemia or blood poisoning. 

Virulent 

It is transferred mainly by hand contact. 

Dr Nash said: “It is transient, if you don’t 
wash your hands you can pick it up on one 
patient and transfer it to another.” 

He said it was hard to know for sure but 
experts believe around three per cent of the 
population are carriers of MRSA. 

The trust scans everyone admitted to its hos¬ 
pitals and has found that the rate increases to 
around six per cent. 

In elderly people the rate of carriage rises to 
10 to 20 per cent, particularly among those in 
nursing homes 

The best way to kill the bug is alcoholic gel 
hand wash, which is now available in all hos¬ 
pital wards. 

Dr Nash said the UK is fortunate, at the 
moment, not to have a significant number of 
cases of the particularly virulent strain that is 
currently affecting America. 

“In the US they’ve got strains out in the com¬ 
munity that are spreading and are much more

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difficult to treat with antibiotics - 
some require surgical drainage of 
the abscess. 

“These have not appeared in 
this country in any significant 
numbers but they may be the 
next thing that comes,” he said. 

The chance of so-called C MRSA 
spreading to the UK is high 
because the infections spread eas¬ 
ily from country to country, he 
said. 

Nationally, rates of MRSA infec¬ 
tions have decreased over the past 
two years and the Department of 
Health hopes to half cases by 
2008 - a target Dr Nash said it 
was likely to get very close to. 

Kent is following the national 
trend and in the east of the coun¬ 
ty infections have dropped by 50 
per cent on the previous year. 

This has been achieved through 
better hygiene and establishing 
control over the use of antibiotics, 
Dr Nash said. 

Controlling the use of antibiotics 
is particularly important to tack-

ling the other well-known super¬ 
bug - Clostridium difficile, he said. 

C diff attracted major media 
attention after a Healthcare 
Commission investigation found it 
was responsible for the deaths of 
at least 90 patients during two 
outbreaks in 2004 and 2006 at 
Maidstone and Tunbridge Wells 
NHS Trust hospitals. 

Dr Nash explained how C diff is 
a gut organism that is the com¬ 
monest cause of antibiotic-associ¬ 
ated diarrhoea. 

Antibiotics kill off a lot of the 
normal bacteria, allowing the C 
diff that might be there in low 
numbers to grow, which produces 
a very powerful toxin, he said. 


Discovered in 1978, C diff was 
thought to be a normal outcome 
for some patients on antibiotic 
therapy. 

But in 2000 experts became con¬ 
cerned after reports from the US 
about a more severe strain of the 
diarrhoea bug that was killing 
more patients. 

It was not until 2004 when two 
outbreaks at Stoke Mandeville 
Hospital led to 33 deaths that 
strain had arrived in the UK 

Spores 

Coupled with the outbreaks at 
Maidstone, NHS trusts now take 
the infection seriously and rates 
are low across the country, Dr 
Nash said. 

C diff can be treated with antibi¬ 
otic or probiotic treatments and in 
some severe cases patients may 
have to have surgery to repair 
damaged intestines. 

However, alcogels do not kill C 
diff - soap and water is necessary 
to defeat the bug’s spores. 

In east Kent the trust has seen 
infection rates drop almost 70 per 
cent in the past two years. 

Dr Nash said: “We think we’ve 
moved from [C diff] being endem¬ 
ic to a situation where we have 
clusters. We think if we can keep 
it up we won’t see high rates of C 
diff again.” 

But he said that health profes¬ 
sionals were not complacent 
because new superbugs were 
emerging and new antibiotics 
need to be developed so that they 
can continue to be treated. 

He said: ‘We need to operate 
higher levels of hygiene than we 
have been to keep the NHS pre¬ 
pared to have higher numbers of 
isolation rooms so it is better 
equipped to prevent infection 
spreading. 

“It is important to make sure 
hospitals are not overcrowded 
and are adequately staffed with 
the necessary experts otherwise 
infections spread. 

“Good policies will not be 
enough without enough nurses to 
adequately manage the number 
of patients. These are issues the 
NHS will have to watch carefully.” 

Dr Nash warned of other bugs 
to watch. 

Pseudomonas is a bacterium 
that is found in water and can be 
a problem if medical equipment is 
not decontaminated properly or if 
it becomes contaminated. 

An outbreak in 2005 at Guy’s 
Hospital in London left one woman 
dead and 18 patients infected. 


Dr Nash said the outbreak hap¬ 
pened because pseudomonas hid in 
crevices and cracks in the inner lin¬ 
ing of febreoptic endoscopes, which 
then contaminated the next user. 

Strains of the bacteria can be 
resistant to antibiotics making it 
difficult to treat and manage. 

He said in east Kent incidences 
of the infection had declined 
because of more sophisticated 
methods for protecting ventilated 
patients from infection and greater 
use of disposable equipment. 

“However, it is one of the organ¬ 
isms that we need to keep moni¬ 
toring,” he added. 

ESBL Klebsiella is an organism 
associated with urinary tract infec¬ 
tions, which used to be easy to treat 
with antibiotics, Dr Nash said. 

Doctors are now encountering a 
strain that cannot be treated with 
oral antibiotics and needs intra¬ 


venous therapy. 

If these become more common in 
the community, people will have to 
be admitted to hospitals to treat 
simple infections like cystitis. 

Antibiotics 

Dr Nash said: “It is not common 
yet but it has become more com¬ 
mon in the past few years. We are 
running out of antibiotics and we 
need new ones to be taken by 
mouth.” 

Acinetobacter, Dr Nash said, is a 
bug that is causing problems in 
intensive care units because it is 
resistant to antibiotics. 

Outbreaks of the infection have 
already been seen in London but it 
has not yet proved a problem in 
the county of Kent.

Patients and staff 
facing TB threat 
from infected medic

AROUND 130 people 
might have contracted 
tuberculosis from a Kent 
health care worker who has 
since been diagnosed with 
the disease. 

The unnamed worker was 
employed in five different GP surger¬ 
ies and one nursing home between 
September and December last year 
while they were infected. 

The individual was unaware he or 
she had the disease at the time, said 
the Health Protection Agency. 

Tuberculosis is a bacterial infection 
usually affecting the lungs that is 
spread through the air, usually 
through coughing and sneezing. 
Symptoms include fever, night 
sweats, fatigue, weight loss and 
coughing up traces of blood. 

If left untreated it can result in 
severe illness or death, but can be 
cured with a course of antibiotics. 

An agency spokeswoman refused to 
reveal the whereabouts of the surger¬ 
ies, claiming it could lead to the 
worker’s identification, which it said 
must be protected because of “patient 
confidentiality”. 

She said 900 people had come into

contact with the worker, but that the 
risk of them contracting the disease 
was “extremely low”. 

She said that to risk infection, col¬ 
leagues and patients would have had 
to be exposed to the worker in close 
proximity for “a prolonged period” of 
around eight horns. 

Of the 900, 130 have been offered 
screenings for the disease because 
they had pre-existing medical condi¬ 


tions that could make them more 
susceptible to it. 

Letters were sent out to more than 
30,000 patients and colleagues of the 
health care worker to inform them of 
the diagnosis and to reassure them 
that the risk to them was low, said 
the agency. 

The spokeswoman said: “We’ve 
informed this number of people 
because they might hear about it 
another way and there would be 
worry and panic. 

“The vast majority of these people 
have had no contact and are at no 
risk.” 

Antibiotics 

Dr Mathi Chandrakumar, director 
of the Kent Health Protection Unit, 
said: “We want to reassure people 
that there is very little risk of con¬ 
tracting TB in this way but we want 
to keep them informed of the 
situation. 

“Those who need to be screened, 
possibly because of their own medical 
condition or reduced immunity, will 
be informed and will have appoint¬ 
ments at a chest clinic arranged for 
them in the next week or so. 

“It is important to remember this 
does not mean they have active dis¬ 
ease and that TB infection is com¬ 
pletely treatable with antibiotics.”

Power prices 
rise - and you 
have no choice 
but to pay up 
to utility firms 



A LACK of competition in the 
energy market has left Kent con¬ 
sumers paying over-inflated 
prices for their gas and electricity, 
according to an energy watchdog. 

A spokeswoman for Energywatch described 
the small band of firms that control the ener¬ 
gy supply chain as an “oligopoly”. 

MPs have also said they are considering 
asking the Competition Commission to 
investigate the companies. 

Kent’s major electricity and gas suppliers 
have all announced above-inflation price 
rises in recent weeks, although different, 
and in one case conflicting, reasons have 
been given for the increases. 

Last week, E.on became the latest firm to 
ramp up its prices, following in the recent

footsteps of EDF Energy, Npower and 
British Gas. 

Kent consumers can expect to see their 
fuel bills rise by between 10 and 20 per cent. 

Of the big four companies, EDF customers 
face marginally the biggest bills. A customer 
paying for dual fuel - both gas and electrici¬ 
ty - by monthly direct debit will now pay 
£970.70 a year for EDF, compared with 
£962.93 for Npower, £942.98 for British Gas 
and £931 for E.on. 

An Npower spokeswoman said the 
increase was due to a large rise in the cost of 
transporting fuel. 

She said: “Unfortunately, Kent is one of the 
more expensive regions but this is largely 
driven by the high increase we’ve seen in 
distribution and transportation costs. These 
have increased by around 50 per cent.” 

Other companies also acknowledged 
increased transportation costs, but put a 
rise in wholesale fuel prices as the main 
reason for the increases. 

A British Gas spokesman said it had a 
flat rate for transportation costs, making 
Kent no more expensive than elsewhere. 

A spokeswoman for Energywatch said a 
large part of the increases was down to 


“commercial discretion” from the main sup¬ 
pliers. 

She said that transportation costs, the 
main reason given by Npower for the price 
rise, was only “a partial story”. 

She said: “That would not justify the price 
increases we’ve seen. There is no dispute 
that distribution charges rose across the 
region, but not significantly. It is a lot more 
about their strategy for what sort of cus¬ 
tomers they want. 

“Energywatch has long suggested the way 
the market is configured is not necessarily 
as competitive as it should be. It is an oligop¬ 
oly between the major players involved in 
the supply chain.” 

The Department for Business, Enterprise 
and Regulatory Reform’s parliamentary 
select committee has also announced it is to 
review the UK energy market, including the 
supply chain. 

The committee’s chairman, Peter Luff MP, 
has said it could refer the matter to the 
Competition Commission as a result of the 
review. 

Scottish and Southern Energy, the only one 
of the big energy companies not to announce 
a price increase, has said it will maintain its 
prices until at least the end of March.

Herd instincts mean 
power companies all 
play follow my leader

IT’S called an “oligopoly” - a 
type of market midway 
between free competition in an 
open market, and monopoly, 
when there’s just one single 
supplier. 

It comes from ancient Greek times 
when hundreds of years BC small 
groups of leaders used to rule a city state 
for a set length of time - it’s the rule of 
the few. 

In economic terms, a it’s few large-scale 
producers and suppliers of a particular 
product. 



Since the long-term main interest of all 
firms is to survive, in other words make 
enough profit to plough back into the 
business or keep for future activities, 
there’s bound to be some mutual interest 
among the oligarchs. 

It may seem strange to do that - but if 
they all want to survive, and none of 
them is big enough to muscle out the oth¬ 
ers, you’re going to get some sort of inter¬ 
dependence, however loose. 

Leadership 

They don’t have to meet and make spe¬ 
cific price-fixing pacts among themselves 
- usually illegal in most countries - but 
they can and do follow each other closely 
on prices. 

There tends to be what’s called ‘price 
leadership’ where one usually goes first 
and the others follow. 

It’s a kind of herd instinct where there 
are individuals but they gain mutual 
benefit from moving together, and this is 
what we’re seeing in energy markets. 


Minimum fees Maximum prospects 
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Courts soft 
on criminals, 
claims retired 
senior officer

A RETIRED senior detective has 
delivered a damning indictment 
on the state of modern policing 
and the criminal justice system. 

In his career, Nick Biddiss, a former detec¬ 
tive superintendent with Kent Police, helped 
secure the convictions of several high-profile 
villains, including Kenneth Noye, the gang¬ 
ster and M25 road-rage killer. 

This week, the 58-year-old claimed that 
society has seen a breakdown in respect for 
law and order and an increase in violent 
crime because criminals are less fearful of 
the consequences. 

Mr Biddiss said the role of a police officer 
had changed since the late 1960s when he 
was on the beat. 

“When I joined, Panda cars were just com¬ 
ing and policemen were more visible on the 
streets. Communications have improved, 
but before you were in more contact with 
the people.” 

Violent 

He said increased technology had resulted 
in making police officers more remote from 
the people they are intended to serve. 

“Society is more violent,” he added, 
“and there is less respect for the police.” 

Mr Biddiss said the courts had “gone 
soft” and respect for the law had fallen. 

“If a police officer was attacked, we could 
rely on the courts to send the attacker to 
prison. That doesn’t happen any more.” 

He said streets were becoming less 
safe for police officers because criminals 
seemed less worried about committing 
violent crime. 

Most street crime was related to drink 
and drugs, he claimed. “You only have to 
look at town centres on a weekend to see 
that. There has always been an element 
who wanted to drink and then have a 
fight, but it is now more widespread. 

“Fortunately in Kent we don’t have 
much of the drug-related violence, but 
life for the officer on the street will get 
tougher unless the courts back the police 
with custodial sentences.” 

Mr Biddiss criticised the increasing 
role of Police Community Support 
Officers who only have limited powers. 

He said: “If you have a police force it 
should be properly trained, manned and 
equipped. There shouldn’t be any cheap¬ 
er halfway houses. 

“The trouble is, some senior officers

believe policemen should become social 
workers. Other people are qualified to fulfil 
that role. A policeman’s job is to keep the 
streets safe.” 

Mr Biddiss revealed he still keeps in 
touch with the family of Stephen Cameron, 
who was killed by Kenneth Noye in 1996. 

Noye, of Sevenoaks, was found guilty of his 
murder in 2000 and was sentenced to life. 

Mr Biddiss said: “Noye is a cold-blooded 
killer who did his best to avoid justice. He 
had no compunction about plunging a knife 
into a young man who was on a Sunday trip 
out with his girlfriend.”

‘Scrap tolls’ 

A CONSERVATIVE politician has 
said the tolls at the Dartford 
Crossing should be scrapped alto¬ 
gether after the Government’s 
announcement that local residents 
will pay a reduced fee while other 
motorists face a fare hike. 

Gareth Johnson, the party’s per¬ 
spective parliamentary candidate 
for Dartford, pointed out that minis¬ 
ters promised in 2003 that once the 
bridge was paid for drivers would no 
longer be charged at the crossing. 

He said: “Instead of introducing a 
system that reduces the tolls they 
should have been scrapped. 

‘We suffer directly from noise 
and pollution yet we gain nothing 
from the revenue raised.” 

He added that Transport 
Secretary Ruth Kelly’s announce¬ 
ment to charge local residents 
reduced fees overlooked businesses 
in Dartford. 


Child pom 

A MAN has been given a nine- 
month suspended prison sentence 
for two years after pleading guilty 
to 12 child pom offences. 

Bryan Maguire, previously of 
Peregrine Drive, Sittingbourne, 
was sentenced at Maidstone Crown 
Court. 

The 58 year old admitted five 
counts of distributing indecent 
images, five counts of possession of 
indecent images and two counts of 
making indecent images of children. 

He was found with 197 child pom 
and has been banned from working 
with youngsters for 10 years. 

Detectives caught Maguire as part 
of Operation Starlight - Kent Police’s 
crackdown on child sex abuse. 

He was tracked down after he was 
discovered to be in contact with 
Archibald Wood, of Devon, who was 
jailed for seven years after pleading 
guilty to a string of child sex offences. 


Curtains up 

THE multi-million pound revamp 
of the Marlowe Theatre in 
Canterbury has moved a step clos¬ 
er with the council applying for 
planning permission. 

Councillors at Canterbury City 
Council voted unanimously in favour 
of continuing with the £25 million 
project after discussing a report into 
costs, funding and design. 

The council will have to stump up 
between £13.5m-£16m towards the 
cost, with Kent County Council con¬ 
tributing up to £4m and the region¬ 
al development agency expected to 
give around £2m. The rest of the 
cash is to be raised privately. 

The new Marlowe will include a 
three-tier auditorium with 1,200 
seats that will provide a better view 
and acoustics. It will allow bigger 
shows to be staged. 

There will also be a second, small¬ 
er, more flexible performance space.

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Calling for an 
arts tribute to 
the modern age

WHEN Eurostar announced plans 
for a major new public artwork 
near Ebbsfleet International 
Station, our website 

kentnews.co.uk asked readers to 
submit their own suggestions. 

One design leapt out as an iconic image 
that draws together the south of England’s 
unique cultural heritage with the modem 
communications age. It is called Phonehenge. 

The design, which would see giant mobile 
phones replacing the enormous slabs of 
Stonehenge, is the brainchild of advertising 
gum Hamish Pringle. 

Mr Pringle, who was raised in Sevenoaks 
but now lives in London, said public art 
should not be “taken so seriously”. 

The 57-year-old said: “I think sometimes it 
all gets very worthy. Some of the works of art 
you see are so obscure and into themselves 
that I’m not sure it works for the public at 
large. A bit of humour doesn’t go amiss.” 

Organisers hope the final iconic sculpture, 
which could be as tall as 150ft, will be a 
southern equivalent of Antony Gormley’s 
Angel of the North. It will perch on a hilltop 
over the Ebbsfleet Valley. 

Five artists have been shortlisted by 
Eurostar to commission the sculpture, 
although sadly Mr Pringle is not among them. 

They are recent Turner Prize winner Mark 
Wallinger, Rachel Whiteread, Christopher Le 
Brun, Richard Deacon and Daniel Buren. 

Mr Pringle, who describes himself as an 
amateur artist, is adamant his design, 
although admittedly tongue in cheek, would be 


both appropriate and practical at Ebbsfleet. 

He said his original idea was to make it out 
of discarded mobile phones, but was convinced 
by the desired scale of the artwork and its pos¬ 
sible uses to make it out of giant mobiles. 

He said: “It would be something that could 
be seen both during the day and at night. 

“The screens could be live. They could show 
timetables, news reports, the time or even 
advertising.” 

He added: “It symbolises the modem era of 
communications and uses one of the earliest 
known celestial devices as its inspiration.” 

Mr Pringle, who is the director general of 
the Institute of Practitioners in Advertising, 
lived above a shoe shop in Sevenoaks until 
he was seven when his family emigrated to 
Nassau in the Bahamas. 

Seagull 

The commission will be worth £2 million 
and will be paid for by Eurostar, London and 
Continental Railways and Land Securities. 

Ebbsfleet is not the only area of Kent that 
will soon have new public artworks. 

The Folkestone Triennial takes place in the 
east Kent town this summer and will feature 
a host of public artworks by the likes of Mr 
Wallinger, Tracey Emin and Nathan Coley. 

One of the works will be an enormous 
mobile office in the shape of a giant seagull, 
which will be staffed by an expert on the birds. 

It is the work of Mark Dion, a specialist in 
large-scale installations, who on visiting 
Folkestone last year was stmck by the pub¬ 
lic’s dislike of the creatures branded ‘rats 
with wings’. 

A Eurostar spokesman declined to com¬ 
ment on Mr Pringle’s design.

No verdict in 
murder trial 

THE JURY in the case of the mur¬ 
dered teenager whose body was 
found in a suitcase near a train sta¬ 
tion has failed to reach a verdict. 

Homeless Philip Bell, 22, had 
pleaded not guilty to killing 17- 
year-old Terry Edmonds in a retri¬ 
al at Maidstone Crown Court. 

Her body was found in a suitcase 
in a supermarket car park in 
Tunbridge Wells near the station, 
the jury heard. 

Mr Bell has been remanded in 
custody awaiting a further hearing 
to decide whether there will be a 
second retrial after the jury was 
discharged on Wednesday. 

Miss Edmonds disappeared on 
Easter Monday in 2006 - her body 
was discovered 12 days later. 

A post-mortem found the teenag¬ 
er, who had been living in a home¬ 
less shelter in Tunbridge Wells, 
had been strangled and suffocated.

LEADING academics have 
attacked a campaign by a Tory 
politician to impose stricter con¬ 
trols over films featuring violent 
and sexual material. 

Julian Brazier MP claims there is a defi¬ 
nite link between people watching violence 
on the screen and committing violent acts. 

In a Private Member’s Bill, the MP for 
Canterbury and Whitstable wants to make 
the British Board of Film Classification 
(BBFC) more accountable to Parliament and 
the public so films such as ‘video nasties’ that 
include violent and sexual material are not 
available to buy or view. 

But an academic from City University 
London who specialises in the relationship 
between crime, media and culture slammed 
the bill and the logic of its arguments. 

Sociology lecturer Chris Greer said: 
“Suggesting a direct causal effect between 
watching a violent act and carrying out a vio¬ 
lent act is staggeringly unsophisticated. 

“We know nothing worthwhile about the 
cumulative impact of media on people.” 

He said thousands of pounds have been 
spent on research trying to quantify and 
establish a connection between violence in 
the media and violence in the real world - 
but no definitive link has been found. 

He said: “People are violent for all sorts of 
reasons but Video nasties’ are not among 
them.” 

Mr Greer said the media comes under fire 
from both sides of the political spectrum. 

“The right says media glamorises violence. 
The left says media increases the fear of crime. 
Everyone has a problem with the media but 
the research it is woefully limited,” he said. 

Martin Scorsese’s Casino is often criticised 
for its violent content, said Mr Greer, but 
rather than it glamorising life in the mob 
and crime, the central character Sam loses 
his wife, business and life.

“Media violence can be a source of moral 
resource - when it is contextualised the bad 
guys get their comeuppance,” he said. 

He admitted, though, that modem plots 
and storylines have become more complex 
and it is often harder to place motives.

He cites David Cronenberg’s award-win¬ 
ning Eastern Promises - which features eye 
gouging and throat slitting - as an example.

said it was up to adults to decide what they 
wanted to watch and moviegoers were free to 
look away from the screen. 

“Andreas Whittam [the president of the 
board from 1998 to 2000] criticised the deci¬ 
sion and said the board’s attitude to violence 
had become more relaxed since he left.”Mr 
Brazier was also concerned about the re- 
release of SS Experiment Camp, which was 
previously banned along with other ‘video 
nasties’ in the UK. 

His impression of the film was rapists would 


find the scenes of women being tortured “sexy”. 

Dr Simon Shaw, who is a criminal justice 
lecturer at the University of Kent, said he 
found the bill fascinating and pointed to the 
fact its sponsors include members of the 
Cornerstone Group, a traditionalist right- 
wing faction of the Conservatives. 

“My reading of the situation is the bill 
flaunts all the hallmarks of a classic moral 
crusade,” he said. 

Dr Shaw called the Cornerstone Group a 
“moral agency” with ‘Very strong religious 
and moral overtones to it”. 

The group is known for being outspoken 
against abortion, immigration, with some 
members who are pro-capital punishment. 
Other sponsors of the bill are members of the 
Conservative Christian Fellowship. 

Dr Shaw said there was a lot of “contrastable” 
evidence in the search to prove a link between 
violence on and off screen. 

He said the BBFC does “a fantastic job”. He 
added: “Film has historically become the 
focus to show the state of morality. It has 
become almost a blank screen to project fears 
and worries about the direction of society. 

“Films that often attract the same kind of 
attention from the moral majority are criti¬ 
cised for bringing society down and tearing 
its moral fibre with it.” 

Mr Brazier said Ministry of Justice 
research had shown that exposure to pornog¬ 
raphy increased risks of committing sex 
offences and “accepting rape myths”.

CONSERVATIVE Mayoral candi¬ 
date Boris Johnson has admitted 
steps need to be taken to restore 
public faith in politicians in the 
wake of the Derek Conway scandal. 

Speaking during a visit to Bromley, Mr 
Johnson said Tory leader David Cameron was 
right to sack Mr Conway, the MP for Old 
Bexley and Sidcup, from the party. 

Mr Conway, who was also suspended from the 
Commons for 10 days, has insisted he did noth¬ 
ing wrong in giving sons Freddie and Henry 
jobs as researchers and rejected claims they did 
little or nothing for the £80,000 they were paid. 

But Mr Johnson, 43, said: “I absolutely sup¬ 
port David Cameron’s action to withdraw the 
Conservative whip from Derek Conway. 

“This means that he is no longer a 
Conservative Member of Parliament.” 

He added: “I think that all politicians need to 
take steps to restore the public’s faith in them, 
and to make sure that they and their advisers 
can be held accountable for their actions. 

Antisocial 

“As far as MPs are concerned I think it is 
absolutely right that David Cameron is requir¬ 
ing the Conservative front bench to publish 
lists of their staff, including family members, 
and a breakdown of their expenses.” 

Mr Johnson was himself embroiled in scan¬ 
dal in 2004. He was sacked from the Tory 
frontbench by then leader Michael Howard for 
lying about his private life, after details of a 
four-year affair he had emerged. 

The former editor of the Spectator magazine, 
whose main rivals for the London Mayor job are 
Ken Livingstone and Liberal Democrat candi¬ 
date Brian Paddick, also proposed changes to 
make the mayor’s office more accountable. 

His plans include a separate register of inter¬ 
ests for mayoral advisors that is publicly avail¬ 
able at all times and on the website, and special 
assembly question times for them. 

Mr Johnson said he would act on 
residents’ concerns about low-level 
disorder and antisocial behaviour in 
Bromley, which he said has the 
eighth highest crime rate of the 
London boroughs. 

“I know that people in Bromley 
are concerned by the low-level 
crime, such as graffiti at bus shel¬ 
ters and antisocial behaviour on 
buses that makes local residents 
feel unsafe,” he told KOS Media. 

“I want to put more uniformed 
officers on buses, especially during 
school rush-hours, and encourage a 
strong relationship between resi¬ 
dents and their local police. I have 
also pledged to test giving handheld 
scanners to the police to act as a 
deterrent and also as a way of stop¬ 
ping crimes before they happen.” 

During his visit to Bromley, the 
MP for Henley met with people in

the Glades Shopping Centre. 

He told KOS Media he would pro¬ 
tect Bromley’s green belt if elected. 

“When it comes to greenfield 
development, the Government is 
trying to eat up our green belt, and 
Ken Livingstone won’t stop them,” 
he said. 

And when asked if he would 
allow existing grammar schools to 
remain open, he said: “I would do 
everything I could to support and 
champion all schools. Driving up 
educational achievement is incred¬ 
ibly important.” 

Later, he visited Bromley College 
to see examples of the vocational 
work carried out by students. 

After a private meeting with the 
principal, Peter Jones, Mr Johnson, a 
former higher education spokesman, 
was given a tour of the college and 
shown the construction site where a 


technology college is being built. 

Speaking afterwords, he said: 
“I’ve had a wonderful day and seen 
the fantastic work Bromley College 
is doing with local business to 
increase peoples’ skills. 

“I’m a fervent believer in further 
education and I’ve no doubt that 
this is the way to go. 

Accusations 

“I look forward very much to com¬ 
ing back in two years time, as 
mayor, to the opening of its wonder¬ 
ful new technology centre.” 

Staff and students had a chance 
to quiz him about why he should 
replace Ken Livingstone as mayor. 

Mr Johnson spoke about his 
plans for London, including chang¬ 
ing the price of bus fares, reducing 
youth crime and improving condi¬ 
tions for cyclists.

Classroom lessons 

If public sector generates 
an income there can be 

losers, savs TONY PflTEY 


THIS is a story of a supply 
teacher. He was the wrong 
side of 40, but had been in 
industry for years before 
training as a teacher, and 
he could teach a total of 
five subjects - social 
sciences - to university 
scholarship level. 

He moved to Gravesend in 
2005, and semi-retired doing 
what he liked best - teaching and 
some freelance journalism. 

Back then daily teaching rates 
in Kent were good, and the 
private commercial agency he 
belonged to was busy. 

Jobs came his way, but, as 
things go, there was a lean period 
and he spotted in a local 
newspaper an ad by Kent Top 
Temps recruitment agency for 
qualified teachers. 

He applied and filled in the 
usual mass of forms, but at the 
interview he was offered a daily 
rate a lot lower than his usual 
rate. A lot lower. 

‘Teachers found 
it wasn’t 
worthwhile 
to teach. Low 
pay - no deal’ 


Alarm bells rang - running a 
supply teaching agency is not 
cheap. 

So he checked with his usual 
agency - they said KTT was 
actually part of Kent County 
Council, and there had been 
calls for cost-cutting, including 
the amount paid for supply 
teachers. 

But the clincher, the agency 
said, was that schools had 
almost been told to take KTT as 
their “preferred” agency when 
getting supply staff - that is, put 
KTT at the top of the list, and, by 
implication, go for the lowest 
cost. 

The result? All the private 
sector supply teaching agencies 
had to cut their daily rates to even 
begin to compete with KTT. 

The result of that? Teachers 
found it wasn’t really worthwhile 
to teach; supply teachers don’t 
properly get paid in vacations 
anyway, and, to be frank, it’s the 
toughest job in the profession 
because you usually don’t have 
the perceived authority of the 
school behind you, so you have to 
be a very special person to keep 
classes under control. Low pay - 
no deal! 


And the result of that? Schools 
found it difficult to get good 
supply staff, (this is where 
unqualified teaching assistants 
started coming in, but that’s 
another issue) and many classes, 
even GCSE maths and English 
classes, were often left to drift 
when full-time teachers left. 

In other words, their education 
was suffering. 

This all came back to me during 
a recent debate between Kent 
County Council and local 
businesspeople at East Mailing 
when KCC had to justify itself 
about going into the commercial 
sphere. 

The three KCC reps fought 
their corner, very reasonably, 
saying that the council, the

largest authority in the land, had 
a duty to its stakeholders to 
maximise its opportunities to 
generate income so that council 
taxes are kept at appropriate 
levels. 

The businesspeople - equally 
reasonable and intelligent - said 
there was a vast difference 
between ‘outsourcing’ work and 
being directly involved in 
commercial work. 

They said it was not as 
transparent as it should be over 
its commercial activities, and 
there was a danger of cross¬ 
subsiding the commercial side 
with taxpayers’ money (strongly 
denied by KCC). 

But that supply teacher, who 
was there, thought back to a sunny 
classroom last June, just before he 
returned to industry, when he 
faced a GCSE maths class who 
had not had a proper subject 
teacher for three months - just 
assistants and supply teachers 
who usually couldn’t take maths. 

They pleaded with him to stay, 
at least until the exam. 

It hurt. I know - I was that 
supply teacher.

Police did the right thing 

I have now read a number of articles and 
angry letters about the alleged ill treatment 
of Frank Gibson at the hands on two Kent 
police officers on Christmas Eve, 2006. 

As chairman of Kent Police Federation I 
feel compelled and obliged to defend the 
officers involved in Mr Gibson’s arrest. 

Comment so far has been exclusively one 
sided and has favoured Mr Gibson’s very 
selective version of events. 

Mr Gibson was stopped because he was 
driving dangerously - he had swerved onto 
the opposite side of the road on a blind bend. 
Bearing in mind this happened at 11.40pm 
there was a suspicion that the driver may 
have been drinking. 

I assume nobody takes issue with the 
officers for stopping Mr Gibson in these 
circumstances. 

His attitude to the police officers was 
belligerent and obstructive. Mr Gibson 
assaulted the officers in an attempt to leave 
the scene. 

The officers tried to reason with Mr Gibson 
but he left them with no option but to arrest 
him; but for his own conduct he could have 
been on his way home in a matter of minutes. 

Adam Holloway MP, in his open letter to 
Chief Constable Michael Fuller, said his 
constituents require their police to deal with 
real crimes: violence burglaries, car theft etc, 
not pursuing elderly men. 

I hope that Mr Holloway regards attempts 
by officers to reduce the number of fatalities 
and injuries on the UK’s roads as a serious 
and worthy aspect of an officer’s duty. 

The decision to prosecute Mr Gibson was 
taken by the Crown Prosecution Service, an 
organisation independent of the police. 

At the trial the CPS stated the officers’ 
actions were not unreasonable, but 
proportionate. 

The two officers in this case have received 
unwarranted and unfair criticism. 

Nobody has the right to assault a police 
officer irrespective of their age or social 
standing. 

Tragically, I fear that Mr Gibson was the 
author of his own downfall.

The artist, who works as a 
graphic designer, thought the 
arrival of HS1 would be good for 
Kent and bring more families, 
particularly commuters, to live in 
the area because of its new 
proximity to London.

Hands-on classes 
a hit with beauty 
school’s students

A NEW hair and beauty school in 
Kent is attracting people from 
across the country - thanks to its 
innovative fast-track programme. 

The Chatham-based school offers students 
the opportunity to study a specialist disci¬ 
pline such as hair design and make-up for 
weddings, in just five days. 

Instead of studying for the traditional two- 
year course, the Hair and Beauty Training 
School has broken down the qualification into 
individual units so the students can spe¬ 
cialise in an area that interests them, includ¬ 
ing make-up for film, television and theatre. 

Georgette Jarvis, a hair design and beauty 
expert, runs the school and has worked in the 
industry for more than 10 years. 

She said: “My methods are based on inten¬ 
sive and practical work, not horns spent on 
paperwork and theory. 

“I think the best way to get a student to learn 
to the high standards demanded of the indus¬ 
try is to get them to work, work and work.” 

The expert has appeared on television and 
radio to talk about the industry and has writ¬ 
ten columns for hair beauty magazines.

Victoria Stanley, who is a tutor at the 
school, has worked on a string of TV and film 
productions including Tomb Raider, starring 
Angelina Jolie. 

She said: “I look for people with an artistic 
flare and an eye for fashion who have quick 
and steady hands. 

“If you’re the kind of person who takes 
pride in doing your own make-up and studies 
the colours and high fashion techniques 
applied to top models, then you are already 
on the ladder to success.” 

The school has offices and a training salon 
at the Historic Dockyards, Chatham, and is 
holding an open day on February 24. 

Mrs Jarvis, the school’s owner, said: “The 
time is approaching when thousands of 
young people will be looking for opportunities 
in the jobs market. 

“Many will go on to higher education in col¬ 
leges and universities. Others will go on to 
training within the companies they join. 

“However, there are many young people 
who, for various reasons, do not have the time 
to train within a rigid structure but who are 
desperate for qualifications to enable them to 
pursue a worthwhile and better paid career.”

SOLDIERS at a military school in Chatham 
will be able to study at the University of 
Greenwich in a new training scheme. 

The university has approved four vocational 
foundation degrees in construction and engi¬ 
neering subjects, which have been specially 
designed to meet the needs of students at the 
Royal School of Military Engineering (RSME). 

The RSME trains soldiers from the Royal 
Engineers regiment as specialists in combat 
and construction.

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FEW voices have been raised 
against the current Mercedes- 
Benz SL. 

Whether its electric folding hardtop - 
unique to the sector - is up or down, the car 
looks so right. 

For a big two-seat coupe roadster it is not a 
bad mover either, can be bought for a relative¬ 
ly modest £64,000 and hit 60mph in a little 
over six seconds, although you could knock 
two seconds off that by paying more than 
twice the price for the 65AMG model. 

But even this sublime descendant of an 
illustrious line is not immune to challengers 
and that Munich upstart down the road from 
the Mercedes fortress in Stuttgart has an 
impressive rival, the BMW 6-Series. 

Jaguar has also roared back with the 
aggressively priced yet technologically 
advanced XK Coupe, while Aston Martin 
might be a niche player in comparison to M-B, 
but does offer glamorous coupe alternatives. 

Time to brush up then, by bringing a ‘new 
generation’ SL to showrooms in April. 

It is not a new car, but the tweaks are exten¬ 
sive without implying there was much wrong 
with the previous incarnation. 

Perhaps most mindful of the nimbleness of 
the aluminium-bodied Jag XK, the revised SL 
features work in the chassis department and 
an optional direct-steer system. 

Engine choice has been carried over more or 
less unchanged though, with the 315bhp SL 
350 entry model gaining more power and bet¬ 
ter economy. 

There are also gimmicks to tempt those 
with money to bum such as the optional 
‘Airscarf neck-level heating for roof down 
driving. 

M-B sees it as enhancing “comfort when 
driving with the roof down, extending the 
roadster season until well into the winter 
months” - let’s face it, few SL owners would be 
seen pulling on a beanie hat when it gets a bit 
parky round the ears, so this might be a bigger 
seller than you think. 

The SL heritage can be traced back to 1954 
and the legendary 300 SL ‘Gullwing’ - an 
example of which can be seen at Mercedes- 


Benz World at Brooklands. 

It was followed in 1957, by the launch of the 
first SL Roadster; the current shape arrived in 
2002, but now has a new front-end and, 
notably, a more striking radiator grille in keep¬ 
ing with new generation Mercedes models 
such as the latest C-Class. 

Echoes of the original Gullwing model can be 


seen in the two bonnet power bulges and side 
gills, while the rear now has a motor sport- 
style diffuser/bumper and new trapezoidal 
exhaust tailpipes.

PORSCHE’S decision to enter 
the 4x4 market in 2002 looked like 
suicide to me. 

Here was a sports car brand second to none, 
going into a market sector where speed, sporti¬ 
ness and elegant engineering - the hallmarks 
of the Porsche badge - seemed completely 
out of place. 

To make matters worse, the new Cayenne’s 
not even unique; Porsche developed the car 
with VW, so there was a ‘people’s car’ version 
called the Touareg. 

So the snob value of the Porsche badge was 
in danger of being devalued by this association 
and, even worse, the Touareg was the better¬ 
looking car. 

Well, how wrong can you be? 

The Cayenne went on to become almost as 
good a seller as the legendary 911 coupe series 
and Boxster roadster. 

Asked why, Porsche Tonbridge sales chief 
Steve Lay said: “Porsche sports cars create loy¬ 
alty, but are exclusive in more ways than one. 
When satisfied existing owners were faced 
with a Porsche they could use to take the fam¬ 
ily out as well as enjoy owning, success was a 
foregone conclusion.” 

Encouraged by the Cayenne’s success, 
Porsche has kicked on to yet more new model 
development; within a few years it has gone 
from just two model lines to having five by 
2009, recently launching a Boxster coupe, the 
Cayman, and now readying the four-door, four- 
seat Panamera for next year. 

Porsche, is now arguably the most robust car 
manufacturer around, seemingly impervious 
to economic wobbles and able to take a 30 per 
cent share and virtual controlling interest in 
the Volkswagen group recently - on the face of 
it, a case of the tail wagging the dog. 

The ‘trigger’ for all this recent success, the 
Cayenne, also gained a striking new GTS 
version this month, the first Cayenne to offer 
the brand’s electronically controlled damping

system or Porsche Active Suspension 
Management (PASM) with steel springs. 

This combination, which also lowers the 
Cayenne by 24mm, was previously reserved 
exclusively for Porsche sports cars. 

This new £54,350 model also has an 
enhanced version of the line-up’s direct fuel- 


injection 4.8-litre V8 petrol engine, developing 
405bhp and 20bhp more than the next model 
down, the Cayenne S. 

Allied with a tweaked powertrain and drive 
ratios, this gives the GTS a 0-62mph sprint 
speed of 6.1 seconds, half a second better than 
the Cayenne S. 


Most would-be buyers will tempted more by 
the purposeful look of the GTS though, more 
akin to the 4.8 Turbo flagship (£74,650), with big 
wheel-arch extensions allowing 21-inch alloys.

NOT sure that Louis Chevrolet 
would have liked the little cars that 
bear his name on the UK market. 

But the former racing driver and fan of big 
and powerful cars might have admired the 
newest UK addition to the brand he founded 
in 1911 - the chunky yet smart five/seven-seat 
Captiva SUV (sports utility vehicle). 

This arresting newcomer taps into another 
element of Chevrolet brand heritage too, since 
the marque also claims to have invented the 
rugged SUV look back in 1935. 

Louis had left in a huff long before then 
though, hating the way his sporting luxury 
creed had been ditched by brand owner 
General Motors in favour of marketing Chevy 
as a Value brand’. 

It went on to become America’s best-selling car 
name and is well on the way to going global after 
taking over the former Daewoo cars operation. 

The UK is a primary target and though still 
a small player here, Chevrolet recorded one 
of the biggest gains in market share (27 per 
cent) in 2007, in a market that increased only 
marginally. 

The Captiva’s launch midway during the year 
helped, especially as it typifies Chevy’s ‘more 


bangs for yer bucks’ marketing proposition. 

Admittedly, buyers are lured in by a crazy 
£16,995 lead-in price, but this proves to be a 
two-wheel drive only, five-seater with an asth¬ 
matic 134bhp 2.4-litre petrol engine that is 
best avoided, although it comes with 16-inch 
alloys, air con and six-speaker audio with con¬ 
trols on the steering wheel. 

The ‘real deal’ is the punchier 148bhp 2.0- 
litre turbodiesel, with 4x4,17-inch alloys, elec¬ 
tronic stability control, descent control and 
more, but the price then jumps £3,000, or more 
than four if you want seven seats. 

On the other hand, there are few modem 
rivals to challenge the big Chevy for space and 
seven seats, except the slightly dearer 
Hyundai Santa Fe. 

The Hyundai is the better drive, but the 
American ‘aura’ of the Chevrolet badge - 
despite adulteration by baby Chevrolets like the 
Matiz city car - has extra buyer appeal, especial¬ 
ly as the ‘...drove my Chevy to the levee’ line 
from Don McLean’s classic song American Pie 
should be familiar to the 35-44 target age group. 


And if you can stretch to the extra £1,000 for 
the third row of seats you will realise the 
Captiva is both stylish SUV as well as versa¬ 
tile MPV; the extra pair of chairs are comfort¬ 
able and accessible as the middle row seats 
tumble forward easily. Unusually, the final 
row of seats are not kids only 5 either. 

Having eliminated the petrol option and 
then stumped up for those extra seats you 
then face a further £1,000 question - do I go 
for the optional auto box? 

Yes. The five-speed manual is not the slick¬ 
est, whereas the five-speed auto makes the big 
Captiva an effortless drive and you still have a 
slick manual select option if you wish. 

And you might, because the Captiva certain¬ 
ly feels capable of limited off-road use - all 4x4 
versions have descent control - even if the ride 
height is modest. It is also quite nimble on 
mral roads, without the degree of roll suggest¬ 
ed by its size. Emissions and fuel consumption 
for the auto are a little high though. 

While relatively cheap for a big SUV seating 
up to seven, the interior is durable and taste-

A EUROPEAN leader in the table grapes market 
has been taken over for an undisclosed sum by 
a major UK importer and wholesaler of fresh 
produce to a number of supermarkets. 

The takeover of Rochester-based Grapes Direct 
Limited (GDL), the UK’s leading grape supplier 
especially to supermarkets such as Sainsbury’s 
and Tesco, by Dartford-based AG Thames Group 
puts the buyer in a very strong position in the 
fresh produce market. 

Tony Godden, finance director for AG Thames, 
said it had taken over 88 per cent of the firm, with 
12 per cent being left with the management from 
whom the majority stake was bought. 

GDL was formed in 1999 to meet the need of 
major supermarkets to have an expert in the 
supply chain of table grapes. 

In 2004 it moved to a new depot in Rochester, 
acknowledged to be the best facility in Europe for 
the handling of table grapes. Due to its single prod¬ 
uct focus it developed rapidly and with the trend of 
supermarkets towards smaller and more concen¬ 
trated supply chains it continues to grow. 

Sourcing grapes from 13 different countries, 
GDL is supplied by some of the best growers in 
the world and offers its growers a high level of 
technical support. 

AG Thames Group, incorporated in 1970, 
includes Chingford Fruit Ltd, which has been 
supplying Sainsbury’s with fresh fruit for more 
than 20 years, and Solstor, a haulier. 

The Royal Bank of Scotland’s Gatwick 
corporate team recently completed a rebank for 
the company, including a lending package of £25 
million and an innovative online electronic bank¬ 
ing package. 

Mr Godden added: “The RBS team has taken 
time to understand the ongoing requirements of 
the AG Thames group and has provided a full 
banking package which matches our require¬ 
ments. 

“My thanks go to the RBS team for its profes¬ 
sional approach during this process and we look 
forward to working with the bank in the future.” 


Invicta FM owners 
are making waves 
of a different sort

JAMES and Ali were talking about 
it on their breakfast show this 
week so it must be news - their 
bosses at Invicta FM, Kent’s 
biggest radio station, have 
launched their first television 
advertising campaign for this year.

While the ad starts running on ITV 
Meridian over the next fortnight, James 
Heming and co-presenter Ali Wheeler will 
also be following a reality business drama 
in the City as the station’s owner GCap, 
which also runs Gold Kent, fights a £313 
million takeover bid. 

But the general feeling is that a major 
shake-up announcement by GCap’s new 
chief executive, 44-year-old Fra Hazlitt, has 
not calmed nerves or delivered a knock-out 
blow to Global Radio, the private equity- 
backed company, which wants to grab it. 

GCap, the UK’s largest commercial radio 
broadcaster, owner of Classic FM and once 
the champion of digital radio, unveiled a 
restructuring plan which spells a retreat from

DAB digital broadcasting as part of a package 
aimed at reducing costs by £8.8m a year. 

The move knocked sideways other players 
who are still supporting the technology - and 
produced a flurry of statements reiterating 
their commitment - but Global chairman 
Charles Allen, former chief executive of ITV, 
stressed he would not follow through the 
strategy if he was successful in taking over 
the firm. 


Ms Hazlitt aims to close down the group’s 
remaining digital-only stations, Planet Rock 
and theJazz. She said: “DAB is not an eco¬ 
nomically viable platform for the company.” 

GCap will also sell for a token £1 its 63 per 
cent stake in Digital One, the transmission 
multiplex - the hardware of digital 
transmission - to its partner Arqiva and 
concentrate on FM and broadband. 

In November GCap, hit in recent years by 
falling advertising revenues, reported a 
three per cent fall in six month underlying 
pre-tax profits to £5.6m. 

The firm was formed from the merger of 
Capital Radio pic and GWR pic in May 2005, 
creating the UK’s leading commercial radio 
group representing approximately 30 per 
cent of the total commercial radio industry. 

City experts reckon Global, set up as a 
vehicle to buy radio stations, will have to 
come back with a higher figure than its 190p 
a share offer - and that other potential 
bidders may appear. 

And those televison ads? They will appear 
at breaks in programmes such as 
Emmerdale, Dancing on Ice and Coronation 
Street, and feature music from The Hoosiers, 
Dido and Scouting for Girls - reflecting the 
wide variety of music Invicta plays.

Chinese gearing up 
to invest in county

STANDBY for rapid development 
at Manston Business Park if 
China pushes the button and says 
it wants to invest there. 

But the Chinese have said the area has got 
to be ready to receive them - or they will go 
elsewhere. 

That’s the message to local business people 
from a leading councillor who says the 
Chinese are impatient to come - and the local 
council is also impatient to welcome them. 

Cllr Roger Latchford, deputy leader of 
Thanet District Council (TDC) and its 
cabinet member for culture and economy, 
said the project could generate around 3,000 
jobs, with only one in 10 of those being 
Chinese nationals. 

He was speaking at a breakfast meeting of 
the Thanet and East Kent Business 
Association where business people quizzed 
him about plans. 

Cllr Latchford stressed that although the 
Chinese are initially interested in the whole 
Manston park site, there is nothing to stop 
local businesses from putting their hats in 
the ring. 

It was the first real public feedback follow¬ 
ing a four-strong council delegation visit to 
China last November - organised and paid 
for by the Chinese - as part of establishing a 
working relationship with the Chinese. 

Half of the business park is owned by a 
TDC-Kent County Council joint venture, 
and the other half by CGP, a stock exchange 
listed property company, which already has 
an agreement for 100,000 sq m of business 
space at the park - a third of the space - with 
Chinamex, the Chinese government’s official 
arm for globalising the massive country’s 
industry. 

Chinamex has already completed two simi¬ 
lar schemes to Manston in Dubai and the 
United Arab Emirates. Its idea is to target 
Manston for high-tech industries. 

The council delegation - Cllr Latchford, 


council leader Cllr Sandy Ezekiel, chief 
executive Richard Samuel and corporate 
director John Bunnett - visited Hong Kong, 
Shenzen and Beijing and met leading 
Chinese officials and businesspeople. 

They visited seven companies and Mr 
Latchford detailed three which are keen to 
locate at Manston - China Wireless Group, 
the Chinese market leader in making 
Smartphones (Blackberrys), Beijing 3 J 
Steel Building, which has been involved in 
the Olympic Park over there and Beijing’s 
airport and railway station, and Aigo, market 
leader for producing digital cameras and 
MP3 players. 

Planning 

Cllr Latchford said the Chinese want 
Manston to be their European headquarters. 

He said: “This is a once in a generation 
economic development opportunity. 

“They are definitely keen to move here and 
be part of us in Europe.” 

But he stated the Chinese had made it very 


clear that if Kent was not ready when they 
wanted to make a decision they would go 
elsewhere. 

“They are eager but impatient to come here. 
We have got to be ready We are working 
extremely hard. We have put in an enhanced 
electricity supply to meet the demand and 
we’re working closely with Southern Water to 
make sure water systems are in place. 

“From the regeneration point of view TDC 
is now firmly ahead of the game and we are 
impatient for it to happen.” 

The council was now gearing up to receive a 
planning application for a China Gateway 
building - a site has been selected and a 
design gone through the architects - and it is 
expected to go to the planning committee in 
March. Cllr Latchford said activity could 
start by the end of this year. 

On March 3, a KCC delegation will be going 
to China following in TDC’s footsteps and 
armed with its feedback because the Chinese 
want to meet face-to-face all the business 
park partners.

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Wind I arm will 
offer east Kent 
huge business 
opportunities

GO for it! That was the message 
to east Kent business people 
poised for opportunities on their 
doorstep when the world’s largest 
offshore windfarm gets going. 

A packed-out breakfast meeting of local 
bosses heard that groundwork on the £2 bil¬ 
lion project has already begun - and the big 
kit will start coming when Ramsgate port has 
been revamped with a new quay development. 

In fact, Ramsgate could easily experience 
the Aberdeen effect - a massive local 
economic boom sparked off by a new industry 
landing on its shores. 

Around 120 business people attending the 
meeting at the Fayreness Hotel at Kingsgate 
organised by Thanet and East Kent 
Chamber heard London Array originator 
Peter Crone outline plans - and give them 
tips on how to get in on the ground floor with 
sub-contract work. 

Megawatts 

The London Array offshore wind farm, 
with a capacity of 1,000 megawatts, will 
cover 90 square miles between Margate in 
Kent and Clacton in Essex and consist of 341 
wind turbines generating enough energy to 
power the counties of Kent and East Sussex. 

The company involved is London Array 
Limited, a consortium of Shell WindEnergy 
Ltd, E.on UK Renewables and DONG 
Energy. It has a 50-year lease on the site, so 
with turbines having a 20-year life span, con¬ 
struction and servicing will be ongoing. 

He said the process had already started to 
get their first tier of major suppliers in place 
but local businesses could then bid for the 
sub-contracting work. 

The South East Economic Development 
Agency (Seeda) has given one of its sourcing 
companies, EnviroBusiness, to act as a single

source of contact for all parties. 

Mr Crone said it will build up a database of 
interested companies, suppliers and contrac¬ 
tors and interested businesses could access 
its website. 

Mr Crone said: “We are going to have huge 
requirements for training in the local area - 
the construction phase will need something 
like 600 to 800 people. Initially the high level 
experts and engineers will probably come in 
from Denmark, but we are going to have to 
train the vast majority - probably twice or 
three times those numbers.” 

The new quay at Ramsgate will be about 
240 to 250ft long and have a four-hectare site 
next door and there will be about 100 jobs. 

Mr Crone said London Array was putting 
its money on the table and waiting to see 
what its other partners in the port scheme - 
Kent County Council and Thanet District 
Council - would come up with. 

Later Mr Crone answered critics who claim 
windfarm firms have been picking up 
windfall profits because they’ve been gather¬ 
ing in the money yet not producing the goods. 

He said: “You can’t have it both ways. If you 
want to encourage clean, green electricity to 
combat climate change you have to make it 
profitable otherwise no one will invest in it.”

A FIRM that began in the front 
room of Betty Parkinson’s Dartford 
home and is now a £90 million a 
year public limited company with 
more than 80 offices worldwide is 
celebrating its 50th birthday 

National recruitment group, HR GO, has 
just entertained 250 employees from more 
than 60 of its UK locations at a get-together 
which was also its first annual employee excel¬ 
lence awards ceremony 

Jack Parkinson (right), chairman and son of 
the late founder, said: “Our first-ever award 
ceremony enabled the whole group to say 
thank you to our key asset; our people.” 

And Mr Parkinson himself was awarded a 
surprise lifetime achievement award for his 
commitment to the recruitment industry 
spanning more than 30 years. 

It was on December 4,1957 that Betty, then 
a London secretary, was given time off and 
caught an early train home. She arrived home 
safely. Her usual train went through a red sig¬ 
nal in fog and ploughed into another train. 
Ninety people were killed, 173 injured. 

Her relieved husband John vowed she was 
not to catch another train to London. 

So she got temporary work at a local paper 
mills and was soon supplying it with addition¬ 
al workers she had recruited herself. 

So Parkinson Staff Bureau was bom. 

In 1977 son Jack, who had meantime gone to 
South Africa, returned home on the death of 
his father to help his mother and the firm’s 
expansion began. Betty was still involved with 
the firm until well into her 80s.

the ‘British Way 5 of doing business or do some¬ 
thing else. The opportunity of joining my 
mother’s small business following my father’s 
death, coupled with the desire to prove that I 
could go it alone was my motivation. 

Q Your mother must have been a major 
driving force - what do you think set her 
apart and put her on the road to being an 
entrepreneur? 

A She enjoyed helping people, was well known 
and well liked in the town where she start¬ 
ed and had a clear vision of what she wanted. 
It’s difficult to describe what set her apart, other 
than to say she never fired anybody, always 
finding them another job when they left her 
organisation. Rather than being an entrepre¬ 
neur she was an organiser, never enjoying the 
limelight, always standing in the background 
allowing other people to take the applause and 


credit for the success of the business. 

Q HR GO’s main asset is its people - what sort 
of incentives do you give them? 

A We have 160 joint venture partners, all of 
whom own equity in more than 50 trading 
companies in the UK, South Africa, Spain and 
Australia. We give responsibility, power and 
authority in exchange for commitment, a 
share in the profits and of course a share in the 
ownership of the company which when they 
want to exit they can sell at potentially a sig¬ 
nificant consideration. 

Q What was your proudest business moment? 

A Celebrating our 50th anniversary was a 
proud moment. I hope I haven’t had the 
proudest yet, but I am very proud and hon¬ 
oured to have the opportunity of working with 
500 very committed, hard-working individuals. 


Q lf you had to give a youngster tips about 
starting up business today what would you 
recommend - and which business or service? 

A Get involved in buying and selling any¬ 
thing to anybody. Once you get the buzz of 
making money out of a deal or providing a 
service, no matter how small, you catch the 
entrepreneurial bug as I did selling cheap 
and cheerful perfume to the local factories 
when I was 17. Which business or service?

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Consultants 
prove their 
worth as 
work keeps 
on coming

THEY normally get a bad 
press - but companies offer¬ 
ing expert advice these days 
are much leaner and mean¬ 
er than the rather flabby 
old-boys’ networks that gave 
the profession a bad name a 
couple of decades ago. 

Spending on outside consultants 
varies from a few hundred to tens of 
thousands of pounds and people who 
love or hate them can always quote 
figures to back up their views. 

For example, the £164,000 on 
consultancy fees detailed in Medway 
Renaissance’s last annual report is 
just 0.6 per cent of its total spending, 
yet Swale Community Action 
Project director Gordon Henderson 
points to £290 million spent by 
the Department for Environment, 
Food and Rural Affairs last year 
when it’s cutting £270m from envi¬ 
ronmental projects. 

A number of consultancies operate 
in Kent and they are all busy, espe¬ 
cially with major programmes on 
their own doorsteps - the county has 
two of the Government’s four key 
growth areas earmarked for the UK, 
at Thames Gateway and Ashford. 

There may be talk of a slowdown, 
even recession, in the UK, but Kent’s 
consultancies seem to be recession- 
proof if expansion going on within 
two of the county’s biggest is 
anything to go by. 

Both of them - Barton Willmore at 
Kings Hill and DHA Planning in 
Maidstone - have been given a 
formal seal of approval in a major 


survey by the planning profession’s 
flagship magazine Planning. 

Barton Willmore, which has other 
branches around the UK, came 
second in a list of leading employers 
of charted town planners keeping its 
2006 position, and DHA climbed two 
positions to 53rd. 

Proposals 

Thames Gateway figures highly in 
Barton Willmore’s multi-disciplinary 
portfolio - it’s involved with key proj¬ 


ects on both sides of the river - and 
it’s keen that now there’s been a 
change at the top with Judith 
Armitt’s departure as chief executive 
of the massive project, that the main 
priority is getting things moving. 

Directors Huw Edwards and 
Stephen Hill say they are increas¬ 
ingly doing more major work with 
local councils including proposals for 
Gillingham High Street for Medway 
Renaissance. 

Their work mix is about one-fifth

public sector, four-fifths private. 

Said Mr Edwards: “In develop¬ 
ment terms there has been a recog¬ 
nised shortfall of housing growth - it 
was only two or three years ago that 
we saw the lowest growth of housing 
since just before and just after World 
War One. 

“So we have seen a decrease in 
supply and an increase in demand. 

“Now with the wider background 
economics, the Government has now 
caught up and has a much better 
understanding, and is doing some¬ 
thing about it. 

“That’s why we are now talking 
about increasing the levels.” 

One of the biggest problems facing 
the firm is a big shortage of town 
planners. Mr Hill said it was nation¬ 
wide and the firm is linking up 


with universities to try to plug the 
wide gaps. 

DHA - David Hicken Associates - 
is probably the largest independent 
planning and development consul¬ 
tancy in Kent. 

It was set up in 1986 by Mr Hicken 
and has a big portfolio including 
local clients ranging from Kent 
Police to local authorities. 

Mr Hicken said that the firm is a 
framework consultancy with Kent 
County Council which means it’s one 
of a select number which KCC has 
picked after going through an initial 
selection process, so they have a head 
start when tendering for work.

Timms departure 
could see agenda 
for SMEs put on 
the back-burner 


A RESHUFFLE at the top has 
put in danger the Government’s 
small business agenda, says 
the Forum of Private Business 
(FPB) which has many members 
in Kent. 

It is calling on the Government 
to stick by its commitment to 
place small firms at the heart of 
its enterprise policy and not side¬ 
line them following the departure 
of Competitiveness Minister 
Stephen Timms. 

He represented the Department 
for Business, Enterprise and 
Regulatory Reform (BERR) on the 
Small Business Forum, which 
meets every two months to discuss 
the issues and concerns shared by 
small firms. 

But as part of a reshuffle follow¬ 
ing the resignation of Work and 
Pensions Secretary, Peter Hain, 
Mr Timms has been appointed 
Minister for Employment and 
Welfare Reform at the 
Department of Work and Pensions 
and been replaced by 


Baroness Shriti Vadera. 

FPB policy representative 
Matthew Goodman said: “Mr 
Timms’ departure has put the 
Government’s progress on 
the Enterprise Framework in 
jeopardy. 

“The danger is that the small- 
business agenda may be pushed 
further toward the margins at a 
time when it desperately needs to 
be centre stage.” 

Last year entrepreneur Sean 
Taggart, the managing director of 
Albatross travel in Maidstone, 
resigned from the forum and 
claimed in his resignation letter 
that it had become “merely a 
tick box for a SME (small and 
medium sized enterprise) engage¬ 
ment agenda”. 

In the past, the FPB has been 
critical of the marginal role the 
forum has played in developing 
business policy, compared to the 
Business Council for Britain 
which has the ear of Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown. 


Crossways sets 
rent benchmark 

A RECORD industrial rent has been set 
at Dartford - £12.16 per sq ft per year for 
five years. 

It has been set on Crossways Business 
Park - which won the Industrial Agents 
Society Best Multi-Unit Scheme - by 
Space Property and Legal and General 
Investment Management’s Charles Park.

More than 50 per cent of the units 
have already been let in just six months.

Director Steve Oram said: “Being 100 per 
cent local means the service is the greenest 
scheme covering these areas as other 
box schemes rely upon produce imported 
into the county. 

“All our produce is sourced from within 35 
miles of The Old Dairy so we’re helping to 
reduce food miles. Most of our vegetables 
are harvested on a Wednesday and in our 
customers’ fridges by Friday evening. 
Supermarkets cannot compete with that.” 

He added: “Expanding the scheme to 
these new areas reflects the growing 
demand for locally produced fruit and 
vegetables. It also enables us to go back to 
our Kent farmers and ask for more. 

Scheme 

“This is better for the customer, better for 
the farmer, better for the environment. 

“Since we started the scheme our suppli¬ 
ers have put more land back into produc¬ 
tion. They are also getting a better price 
from us than from the supermarkets, in 
some case four times as much. 

“This is also good for the local economy. 
£1 spent with us is worth up to 400 per cent 
more to the local economy than spending it 
with a national company.”

Sacrificing 
your salary 
saves on NI

WE all know that Gordon and his Cabinet 
enjoy stealth taxes. I fear that this time 
though, there is one stealth tax coming that 
many of us will notice and painfully at that. 

I am talking about National Insurance 
changes in April 2008. 

We pay National Insurance at the rate of 
11 per cent on most earnings and there is a 
cap where above that earnings level, the rate 
is one per cent. 

The cap has increased over the last few 
years. In 2004-05 we had to pay 11 per cent 
on earnings up to £31,720; this increased 
annually to £32,760, then £33,540, then 
£34,840 in 2007-08. 

In the main, one could grumble as they are 
usually increasing above the rate of inflation, 
but the increase in 2008-09 is a whopper. 

We will have to pay 11 per cent on earnings 
up to £40,040. 

Someone earning £40,000 will have another 
£567 in National Insurance to pay. 

I know this is not the full picture as 
changes in personal allowance bands, the rate 
at which we pay income tax and the higher 
rate tax band will affect overall tax and could 
in certain circumstances compensate. 

However, there is one method of avoiding 
the higher NI if you are in these type of wage 
brackets. Consider salary sacrifice. 

Salary sacrifice is where an individual gives 
up the right to salary or bonus in exchange 
for another form of benefit and in this case I 
am suggesting pension contributions. 

If you were earning £40,000 and sacrificed 
£5,000 salary and asked your employer to put 
it in a pension for you instead, you would not 
pay NI on the money, or tax. The whole of the 
£5,000 could go into a pension and the 
employer could also add their NI saving of 
12.8 per cent making the pension contribu¬ 
tion into your plan £5,640. All for a reduction 
in take home pay of around £3,500. 

Obviously this can only be considered for 
people who can afford the reduction and it 
needs to be set up properly. You need to take 
independent advice on whether it is suitable, 
but it is a great tax saving measure in a year 
where the general tax take is set to surge.

MARGATE boxer Takaloo could make a 
decision next week on whether he will 
make a return to the ring.

FI has outgrown 
Brands, says boss

BRANDS Hatch boss Jonathan 
Palmer has ruled out the return 
of Formula One racing at the 
Kent track, claiming it would be 
“impossible” without £40 million 
of improvements. 

In an interview with Kent on Sunday at 
the track’s season launch on Thursday, 
Palmer said it was highly unlikely for the 
circuit to ever host the most prestigious 
championship in motorsport. 

He said: “We have not got the space for For¬ 
mula One as the track would need a radical 
redevelopment. 

“Particularly with the requirements for 
safety these days, it would cost us an awful 
lot of money to get these up to standard. 
Secondly, I do not think it would be good 
business. Having a grand prix is not a busi¬ 
ness. It is really a global flag-waving exer¬ 
cise for a country.” 

Brands Hatch used to be the home of the

to bring venue back up to scratch 


British Grand Prix, before the event moved 
to the Silverstone circuit in Northampton¬ 
shire as the Kent circuit was unable to meet 
safety requirements. 

The last time the sound of Formula One 
engines echoed around the track competi¬ 
tively was the European Grand Prix back in 
1986 with Nigel Mansell claiming the final 
victory. Palmer claims the track and racing 
drivers would not be accessible to fans if 
Brands Hatch were to host a Formula One 
race. 

He said: “In the past we have hosted the 
championship but in those days things were 
very different. Safety is paramount today 
and unfortunately to get this up to standard 
you would have to spend £30-£40 million to 
rectify this. You would never see a return. 
People come to watch touring car races here 
so if we turned Brands into a grand prix cir¬ 


cuit, it would be a lesser experience for 
them.” 

Under the guidance of Palmer’s company 
MotorSportVision, Brands Hatch has 
regained its place in British motorsport by 
securing high-profile events. With the third 
running of the A1 Grand Prix, World Touring 
Car Championship, DTM and the World 
Superbike Championship, he believes the 
track is still a major force in the sport. 

He added: “Hosting the A1 Grand Prix and 
big events like the DTM has put Brands 
Hatch on the map. Now it is a prestigious 
venue and people now want to race here. All 
the time A1 Grand Prix is going we will hope 
to be hosting it and keeping Brands Hatch 
as one of the best circuits in the country.”

Addicks’ fury at takeover rumour 


CHARLTON Athletic have reacted angrily 
to reports the club had turned down a 
takeover bid. 

The Addicks - who announced last 
August they had appointed new financial 
advisors to consider a range of strategic 
options - revealed in a statement to the 
London Stock Exchange on Thursday that 
there would be no change to the club’s 
ownership. 

It led to some media outlets to report the

“At no stage have we received any bid for 
the company,” said Charlton chief executive 
Peter Varney. 

“These reports are inaccurate and mislead¬ 
ing, and we have passed the matter to our 
lawyers.”

topping Watford yesterday in a match 
vital to the club’s hopes of gaining promo¬ 
tion to the top flight, and further financial 
developments were also expected over the 
weekend. 

A statement to the LSE said: “The board 
of Charlton is committed to the long-term 
success and future of the company, includ¬ 
ing the provision of appropriate funding to 
ensure that the club is well placed to chal¬ 
lenge for Premier League status.”

A flawed pi 


Sn orts Editor GLENN PEARSON discusses the 
effects of taking the Premier League abroad 



WHAT goes up must come down. 
It’s a law of physics that applies 
to everything - even football. 

The Premier League should bear this in 
mind, particularly in regards to their plans 
to take the ‘national’ game abroad. 

Football in this country, spearheaded by 
the Premier League, has been spiralling out 
of control. With Sky TV’s backing the game 
has never known investment like it and as 
a result, Premier League clubs have grown 
to such an extent they now have to chase 
the money. 

Players now command salaries of 
£100,000 a week and clubs are now having 
to search for other revenue streams. 

It is hardly surprising that the 20 Pre¬ 
mier League clubs - I mean chief execu¬ 
tives - agreed to the plans put forward by 
Richard Scudamore to play an ‘internation¬ 
al round’ overseas. 

Audience 

Now let’s not kid ourselves. This move 
has been done with money in mind 
(reported as £5 million for each club) and 
will not be available for the millions of 
youngsters around the world that want to 
see Wayne Rooney, Steven Gerrard, Chris¬ 
tiano Ronaldo and their chums. 

The games will be put on for an audience 
that can pay for it. Already, the Asian Foot¬ 
ball Confederation has distanced itself from 
hosting Premier League Games, as have 
Football Federation Australia, while Ameri¬ 
ca has voiced its support, but only if it is 
sanctioned by FIFA.

This leads to an interesting point. FIFA 
are only prepared to listen to the proposals 
if the English FA contact them to discuss 
the Premier League’s plans. 

However, Sepp Blatter, president of FIFA 
was quoted as saying: “This is abuse. The 
rich Premier League is trying to get richer 
and wants to expand the importance of 
that league.” 

For once the FA has a bartering tool and 
they can make demands of the Premier 
League if these proposals do go through as 
expected in 2010/2011. 

Due to the importance of the league and 


what it means financially to be a Premier 
League club - as well as the influence of the 
Champions League - the England team 
has suffered and so has the once prestigious 
FA Cup. Only mid-table teams put out a full 
strength side for an FA Cup match, while 
players selected for England have often 
pulled out of games through injury on a 
Wednesday night, only to start for their 
clubs on a Saturday. 

Scudamore was quoted this week as say¬ 
ing: “We understand it’s a global sport but 
it's about nurturing the home game.” Who is 
he kidding? The money will go to the Pre¬ 
mier League clubs who will in turn, feed it 
to their overpaid players. 

As Barry Bright, vice-chairman of the FA 
and Kent County FA chairman, commented 
in these pages last week, I also can’t see any 
of this money filtering down to clubs in Kent. 

Football was started by the people, for the 
people. It is already difficult for the average 
football fan to relate to a footballer earning 
£100,000 a week, but still we turn out in our 
thousands to watch them. 

Taking the game abroad will only fuel play¬ 
ers’ egos, inflate transfer values and conse¬ 
quently increase their power over clubs. They 
become bigger stars, entertainers even, 
rather than good old-fashioned sportsmen. 
What thought was there for the fan who 
travels all around the country and has not 
missed a game? None. 

The game at elite level is growing beyond 
control, but what goes up most come down. 
It is where it ends that could be the biggest 
problem.

Stimson ready to scrap 
for League One survival

PREVENTING Gillingham slipping into the 
fourth tier for the first time in 12 seasons is 
manager Mark Stimson’s priority before the end 
of the season, writes David Pritchard 

The club went into yesterday’s game at 
Northampton in the relegation zone for the first 
time in Stimson’s tenure, and the Gills boss 
admits he would now be content to finish the 
season one place above the drop zone. 

He said: “Of course, when I came here I 
knew what the challenge was all about. It 
was going to be a rebuilding job looking 
forward to next season.” 

With 16 games to go before yesterday’s game, 
Gills realistically need another 20 points to pre¬ 
serve their League One status. That would take 
the club up to 52 points, which has been enough 
to ensure survival in the last 10 seasons. 

Although six wins and a handful of draws 
would achieve Stimson’s aim, he claims he does 
not have a points total in mind. 

He said: “I think if you set those targets and 
start falling short you can get a bit of fear. I 
won’t have any fear, I want the team to play 
football in what I think is the right way to get 
us out of this situation.” 


Despite the run, Stimson believes he is close 
to getting the team he wants. After missing out 
on signing another striker in the January trans¬ 
fer window, he is now working hard to bring in 
a hitman on loan. 

He said: “I call it a jigsaw, we are not far away 
now, we only have one or two pieces to go and 
when we put those into place we will possibly go 
on a four or five game unbeaten run. It’s hard to 
get the last bits because those are the ones that 
everyone wants, but we will keep trying until we 
run out of time.” 

Stimson is hoping to strengthen his defence 
by bringing in Danny Cullip. The 31-year-old 
former Brighton defender has been training 
with the squad after QPR released him earlier 
this season. 

His leadership qualities have impressed 
Stimson, who is keen to strike a deal until the 
end of the season. 

Defender Efe Sodje has joined Bury on loan to 
get first-team football as the experienced centre- 
back has not played for the club since fracturing 
an eye socket in November. He returned to fit¬ 
ness last month but has been unable to force his 
way into the squad.

Patel retires 

KENT stalwart Min Patel has announced 
his retirement from first-class cricket after 
19 years with the county. 

The 37-year-old made his debut with the 
county in 1989 where he went on to take 
630 wickets with his left-arm spin and 
score 3,945 runs. 

During his time at Canterbury, he was 
picked to play for England and made his Test 
debut against India in 1996. 

Patel said: “It has been an honour to repre¬ 
sent Kent for the best part of 20 years. While I 
feel mentally capable of carrying on, the body 
has said that ‘enough is enough’. 

“I wish Rob Key and his team continued suc¬ 
cess on the field and hope they build on a ter¬ 
rific 2007, and to Graham Johnson and his 
team on their goal of taking Kent to new 
heights off the field.” 

Injury 

Johnson, the club’s chairman of cricket, 
paid tribute to Patel claiming it was “sad” 
that injury forced him into retirement, rather 
than finishing his career winning trophies 
with Kent. 

He said: “He has been a top-class spinner, 
very handy batsman and a shrewd tactician 
who has played at the highest level. But for 
some serious injuries, I am sure he would have 
had more opportunities to play for his country. 

“The way he overcame his injuries and his 
approach to the game are testament to his 
character and his love of the game. 

“We will miss his skills for there are few 
spinners of his quality in the world, let alone 
in England.” 

Kent skipper Robert Key praised Patel for his 
support in helping him in his role as captain. 

He said: “Min has been an inspiration to oth¬ 
ers throughout his career and there are many 
cricketers within Kent and beyond who have 
benefited from his knowledge and advice.”

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A LEADING Kent golf club is in 
line to host one of the most pres¬ 
tigious events in the European 
Tour this summer. 

Kent on Sunday can reveal that the 
London Golf Club in Ash is on the Tour’s 
shortlist for July’s European Open ahead of 
officially announcing the venue tomorrow. 

The club refused to comment but indicated 
they were also expecting to release a state¬ 
ment on Monday. They have left a gap in 
their events calendar to accommodate the 
Open, which is scheduled for July 3-6. 

Illustrious 

Staging the tournament would represent 
a significant coup for the club, with some of 
the sport’s biggest names likely to partici¬ 
pate. Colin Montgomerie is likely to defend 
his title, while other stars including Ernie 
Els, Retief Goosen, Lee Westwood and 
Darren Clarke could all compete in front of 
tens of thousands of fans. 

The club would join an illustrious list of 
world famous courses to stage the tourna¬ 
ment. The K Club near Dublin, which host¬ 
ed the 2006 Ryder Cup, has been home to 
the European Open for the last 13 years, 
with last year’s prize fund in excess of 
£2.6million. 

The tournament occupies a key part of the 
Tour’s calendar, with many players using it 
as an important warm-up to the biggest tour-

tournament. The Tour have now cut the 
number of hopefuls down to a shortlist, 
which includes the London GC. 

Chart Hills Golf Club near Tenderden 
know what lies ahead for the winner after it 
staged the Ladies English Open for the last 
two years. 

David Colyer, the course’s general manag¬ 
er, told KoS that while in the short-term 
hosting a major competition can be a strug¬ 
gle, the longterm benefits are significant. 

He said: “It is a huge cost to put an event 
on because you have to get the course into 
championship condition but the added pro¬ 
file you get afterwards lasts for a long time. 

“It is always a nice pat on the back for the 
club if you attract a major event and it would 
be something any club would welcome.” 

But with less than five months to go before 
the tournament begins, the London GC 
would have plenty to arrange if they won. In 
addition to any changes made to the course 
itself, Colyer says the number of peripheral 
jobs surrounding a tournament is staggering. 

He said: “The logistics are the difficult 
part. There are so many areas to organise.” 

A spokesman for the European Tour told 
Kent on Sunday: “There were lots of clubs 
that applies for it and we have whittled it 
down to the last few, which includes the 
London Golf Club.”
